Governor Warns Of 
Potential Consumer Fraud 


Warning of the potential 
for “widespread and serious 
consumer fraud,” Governor 
Michael Dukakis announced 
recently a series of actions 
to help protect Massachu¬ 
setts residents from unsafe 
and unscrupulous home in¬ 
sulation practices. 

“Last year’s record cold 
winter and high fuel bills 
have resulted in a booming 
demand and short supply of 
insulation materials,” the 
Governor said. “It’s an area 
ripe for consumer fraud. We 
want to move now — before 
it’s too late for too many peo¬ 
ple — to make sure con¬ 
sumers have only high quali¬ 
ty insulation materials and 
dealers to choose from.” 

In a State House press con¬ 
ference, the Governor an¬ 
nounced several steps to deal 
with the problem: 

* The Office of Consumer 
Affairs, headed by Secretary 
Christine Sullivan, has asked 
the state Attorney General to 
adopt specific regulations un¬ 
der the state Consumer Pro¬ 
tection Act to prevent decep¬ 
tive practices in the sale and 
installation of insulation 
material. A set of proposed 
regulations has been pre¬ 
pared by the Consumer Af¬ 
fairs secretariat and its 
Energy Policy Office for con¬ 


sideration. _ 

The Governor has 
directed the Energy Policy 
Office to give $40,000 to the 
state Building Code Com¬ 
mission to make a statewide 
study of whether insulation 
installers should be licensed, 
and if so, what criteria should 
be established. The money, 
part of a larger energy con¬ 
servation grant from the 
Federal Energy Administra¬ 
tion, is expected to be re¬ 
ceived in early October. 

* The Consumer Affairs 
Office has published a free 
brochure for consumers en¬ 
titled “Insulate Yourself 
Against Consumer Rip-Offs,” 
pointing out various insula¬ 
tion fraud schemes and tell¬ 
ing what to look for when 
buying insulation or hiring an 
insulation contractor. 

* Governor Dukakis has 
written a letter to the federal 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission urging the Com¬ 
mission to move quickly to 
develop mandatory federal 
safety standards for the 
manufacture of insulation 
materials. Currently there 
are no such standards. 

Massachusetts energy of¬ 
ficials estimate the number 
of insulation firms in the 
Commonwealth has doubled 
in the past year, and sales of 


some types of insulation have 
increased ten-fold in that 
time. The FEA says *hat ns 
tionwide, homeowners in¬ 
stalled insulation at an an¬ 
nual rate of 4.8 million homes 
a year during the first half of 
1977, compared to an average 
of 2.7 million the previous 
year. 

Insultation dealers in Mas¬ 
sachusetts and across the na¬ 
tion are reporting the sharp¬ 
ly rising demand has led to a 
shortage of supplies of all 
types of insulation. Governor 
Dukakis noted President 
Carter’s proposed tax incen¬ 
tive for homeowners to in¬ 
stall insulation will intensify 
the demand and supply 
problem. 

“It’s a perfect scenario for 
an onslaught of fast-buck 
operators.” the Governor 
said. “While the problc 
too recent to get a deU;>'ed 
picture of abuses, there are 
preliminary indications some 
unsuspecting consumers are 
in danger of purchasing low 
quality, inefficient, unsafe in¬ 
sulation improperly in¬ 
stalled by hastily trained 
workers. We need to move 
now to avert what could be 
the biggest area of consumer 
fraud for several years to 
come.” 


Tax Collector Clarifies 


Position on Moreno 


Tax Case 


Tax Collector David C. 
Gallano, head of the Town’s 
Finance and Administration 
Office, today released the fol¬ 
lowing statement to clarify 
his position regarding the 
non-payment of excise taxes 
by Councilman Valentine R. 
Moreno. 

“I do not intend to let 
Moreno maneuver his way 
out of his excise tax dilemma 
by using his favorite Mc¬ 
Carthy tactic — that of ig¬ 
noring the problem and then 
creating a side-issue by mak¬ 
ing reverse accusations of his 
own. No amount of lying 
about my salary as the data 
processing supervisor will 
exonerate him from his obli¬ 
gation to pay his past due ex¬ 
cise taxes to the town. 

“Moreno’s statement, re¬ 
cently in the Daily News, that 
there had never been a bud¬ 
get item for my salary is en¬ 
tirely false. The budget has 
been approved for every one 
of the past seven years for 
that position. The Town 
Meeting in 1970 authorized 
the installation of data pro¬ 


cessing equipment and it was 
subsequently placed under 
the direction of the Board of 
Selectmen. In 1971 and 1972 
the Town meeting approved 
of a data processing budget 
including the salary of the 
supervisor and appropria¬ 
tions were made to that 
effect. In 1970 as Town 
Treasurer I was appointed to 
the position of supervisor by 
the then Board of Selectmen 
which was chaired by Joseph 
Della Guistina, Sr. The Town 
Council also has approved of 
that same salary item for the 
past five years, including the 
current 1978 fiscal year 
budget. So if the salary has 
been paid illegally the ap¬ 
proval should involve 14 pre¬ 
sent councillors, five past 
councillors, and four pre¬ 
vious selectmen. 

“Moreno also mis-stated in 
his article that ‘I had been 
paid on my own signature as 
treasurer.’ In no way is 
there an ounce of truth in that 
statement. Every payment 
made by the Treasurer's of¬ 
fice, including that salary, 


has been made with full sign¬ 
ed authorization by the Town 
Accountant and the previous 
Boards of Selectmen and the 
Town Manager. There is no 
way under the General Laws 
that a treasurer can make a 
bill or payroll payment with¬ 
out that signed approval. 

“All the accusations and 
maneuvering to remove the 
salary from the pay erf the 
Treasurer is based upon a 
vindictive move underway 
and is led by Councillor 
Joseph Della Guistina. Jr. 
and supported primarily by 
Councillor Rheault and 
Moreno. Della Guistina hav¬ 
ing verbally threatened me 
with removal of the data 
processing salary in retribu¬ 
tion for adverse articles be¬ 
ing written and printed about 
him in the Agawam Adver¬ 
tiser which is owned by my 
brother. 

“Moreno’s claim that he 
was never notified that his 
taxes were due is false. Any 
complaints he now has should

have been directed to the tax 
collector in 1971 and 1972. I 
was appointed in 1975. 

"It is unfortunate that 
Moreno tries to make 
political hay for his coming 
campaign out of his tax 
problem by making con¬ 
tinued statements to the 
newspapers.

"I will continue to expose 
any town official who is delin¬ 
quent in his tax payments.

Questionable hiring practices by the Aga¬ 
wam Housing Authority has been brought to 
the attention of this newspaper; we have con¬ 
ducted a preliminary investigation. 

Payroll records reveal that sons of the 
executive director Phyllis Mason and those of 
Councilmen Kenneth Barnes and Donald 
Rheault have received part-time work. 

Amounts from $54.00 to $3,100 have been 
paid to these workers during the past two 
years. 

When contacted, Chairman of the Authority 
Frank Chriscola, the state-appointee, ac¬ 
knowledged that he was aware of the situa¬ 
tion and steps were to be taken to correct any 
nepotism or favoritism that presently exists 
within the Authority.

With the exception of Mr. Chriscola, all ap¬ 
pointments to the housing authority must be 
confirmed by the town council. 

In February of 1976, Manager James West- 
man submitted to the council, a nominee to 
replace Raymond Charest whose term had ex¬ 
pired. Both Councilman Barnes and Rheault 
voted against the manager’s nominee and 
were successful in retaining Charest, as a 
hold-over appointment. Barnes took to the 
floor at the council meeting to extol the vir¬ 
tues of Charest.

Laser-radar unit 
to watch pollutants 

A new system called 
“LIDAR” (laser-radar) will 
use lasers and a reflecting 
telescope to probe the at¬ 
mosphere for a variety of 
pollutants at Los Alamos 
(New Mexico) Scientific 
Laboratory of the University 
of California. 

The object of the LIDAR 
program is to establish a 
ground-based, mobile LIDAR 
station to measure the 
abundance of atmospheric 
aerosols and gases, such as 
nitric ocide, sulfur dioxide, 
ozone, and water vapor, and 
to determine remotely both 
atmospheric temperature 
and density structure.

Melissa Militono and John¬ 
ny Jones are the most terri¬ 
fying performers in this 
year’s Ice Capades which 
opens Tuesday, October 11 at 
the Springfield Civic Center 
for five nights and four mati¬ 
nee performances. The pret¬ 
ty green-eyed brunette cer¬ 
tainly doesn’t look like the 
Bride of Frankenstein. And 
her handsome skating part¬ 
ner is a far cry from Boris 
Karloff. 

But when they perform the 
“throw dobule axel’’ in front 
of a captive audience, there’s 
bound to be at least a few 
screams. It happens during 
their pair routines. They 
come speeding along the ice 
and suddenly Johnny lifts the 
5-ft. tall, 98-pound Melissa 
and throws her into two-and- 
a-half revolutions which she 
executes traveling almost 30 
feet down the ice — in the air. 

“It's a spectacular stunt,’’ 
admits Johnny. “There’s a 
surprise element that really 
shocks people because it 
comes in the middle of our 
number." 

Another exciting move is 


what they call the “triple 
split twist.” Johnny tosses 
Melissa over his head and she 
does three revolutions in the 
air before Johnny catches 
her. 

Melissa was the first wom¬ 
an to accomplish a triple 
jump in ladies’ competition. 
And she and Johnny were the 
first pair skaters to perform 
the two sensational stunts 
professionally. 

Now in their fourth year 
with Ice Capades, Melissa in 
1971 was U.S. Junior Ladies’ 
Champion, and a member of 
the Olympic team in 1972. 
With Johnny, they were U.S. 
Senior Pair Champions for 
two consecutive years (1974- 
75). 

“Skating before a large 
crowd can be extremely ex¬ 
citing for a performer, de¬ 
pending on how the audience 
reacts," says Johnny. 

“It’s psychological. You 
can feel a good audience. And 
you can hear it. An exciting 
audience turns us on when it 
expresses itself, and it motiv¬ 
ates us to try even harder to 
please them,” savs Melissa.

Although each pair routine 
only lasts four minutes and 
her solo less than three min¬ 
utes, it requires strength and 
durability. Like many of the 
other skaters, they practice 
together an hour and a half 
every week day. Coupled 
with about seven hours of 
show skating each week, one 
might think that would be 
enough exercise. 

But for Johnny and 
Melissa, that’s not the case. 
Melissa works out at various 
health spas along their 10- 
month tour, and Johnny, a 
muscular 140 pounds, lifts 
weights. Currently he is 
bench pressing almost two- 
times his own weight. 

“We’re in better shape now 
than when we were com¬ 
peting as amateurs because 
we are constantly skating," 
says Melissa. “And we real¬ 
ize as professionals that it's 
our responsibility to enter¬ 
tain the audiences we skate 
before."
